PHILADELPHIA Well, that didn’t take long. 

Notoriously outspoken Miami Marlins manager 
Ozzie Guillen, who was traded by the White Sox near 
the end of the 2011 season, was expected to return to Mi- 
ami after the team’s game Monday to deal with his first 
controversy of the season. 

Guillen has been under fire since reports surfaced that 
the upcoming edition of Time magazine quotes him as 
saying, “I love Fidel Castro.” 

Guillen, a native of Venezuela, said he would explain 
his comments about the Cuban dictator during a news 
conference Tuesday at Marlins Park and invited anyone 
to attend who wants to ask a question or hear what he 
has to say It’s a day off for the team. 

“I don’t want to make a statement because I think 
when you make a statement, it’s a bunch of crap,” he 
said. “I want people to look at my eyes and look at my 
face and see what’s going on, tell what the deal was, and 
that’s it.” 

Guillen said he has been troubled and unable to sleep 
the past three nights since the story broke. 

“I feel very guilty about it and very bad and sad and 
very embarrassed,” he said. 

Guillen said he has spoken to a number of people with 
ties to Cuba and offered apologies, including longtime

“The saddest part of this was to apologize to Felo 
Ramirez. That was hard. I did, face to face,” Guillen 
said. 

Guillen didn’t deny making the comments about Cas- 
tro but seemed surprised at how his remarks were por- 
trayed in the Time article. 

“I don’t want to put the guy in the spotlight. The in- 
terview was about sport, not politics,” he said. “You read 
what it was, it comes out different way I can’t control 
that. I have to wear it, I have to face it. I have to grab the 
bull by the horns, and I will do it {Tuesday}. 

“I want the people there. Whoever wants to ask me 
any questions, I’m willing to answer.”

CT A pilgrimage 
of 143 stations 


Like some Chicago 
Catholics, Aidan 
Gillespie of Pilscn 
performed the 
Stations of the Cross 
last week to prepare 
for Easter— except 
he did it using CTA 
stations, 

Gillespie, 24, 
said he traveled the 
length of the CTA 
rail system to visit 10 
churches to reflect 
and pray about Jesus 5 
crucifixion, which is detailed in the Stations 
of the Cross. I le chronicled his journey on 
his blog, lstop2.tumblr.com. 

Along the way he stopped at the Baha'i 
House of Worship in Wilmette off the 
Linden Purple Line stop, and St. Therese in 
Chinatown off the Cermak- Chinatown Red 
Line stop, among other places of worship. 

As he traveled to each church, he listened to 
podcasts at pray-as-you-go.org, which offers 
daily prayer downloads. 

Gillespie said the trip took him about 
17 hours, about the same amount of time it 
as last year, his first year performing the CTA 
Stations of the Cross. 

“I started thinking about pilgrimage and 
how I could incorporate a modern pilgrimage 
in my own city with Lent,” Gillespie said 
about the origins of the trip. “It’s pretty 
personal and quiet. I think that’s one of the 
nice things about the trip.” 

Gillespie’s feat is kind of a twist on the “E’ 


Challenge, in which CTA riders try to ride 
the entire rail system through all 143 stops. 
Riders can run and bus between stops, but 
they can’t use cars or taxis, according to the 
unofficial but widely accepted rule book. 

Adham Fisher of the U.K., a rail enthusiast 
who travels to different cities to ride the 
length of train systems, set the course record 
last year at 9 hours, 36 minutes, 33 seconds. 

A few groups have attempted this 
challenge; one student group was honored by 
CTA President Forrest Claypool in August, 
though it didn’t beat Fisher’s time. 

Scott Presslak, 26, of Portage Park, and 
Kevin Olsta, 27, of Kike view, said they set 
a course record Friday by completing the 
challenge in 9 hours, 24 minutes, 5 seconds. 

But Chicago may not get to “E’-ebrate for 
long. Fisher told Going Public he plans to 
return to the Second City later this month to 
reclaim his crown, thus putting the “ride” in 
“pride.”

The National Weather Service 
issued a “red dag warning 5 ' for 
northern Illinois and northwest 
Indiana on Monday because 
warm, dry and windy weather 
could “become favorable for rap- 
id growth of wildfires.” 

Red flag warnings are common 
in the spring and fall months, be- 
fore and after the growing season, 
when dry cold fronts are followed 
by warm, windy weather, weather 
service meteorologist Kevin Birk 
said. Although the warm spring 
has caused grass and other plants 
to burst out much earlier than 
usual, there’s still a lot of dry, 
dead plant material around, Birk 
said. Several brush fires ignited 
around the Chicago area Monday 
afternoon, including one that did 
$20,000 in damage at the head- 
quarters of OfficeMax in Naper- 
ville, fire officials said. 

This spring has seen several 
red flag warnings because of the 
record-breaking warm March 
weather and dry conditions, Birk 
said. The warning Monday in- 
cluded most of northern Illinois 
and northwest Indiana.

Hudson case goes to court 


Defense team's task: 

Find jurors who can 
handle high-profile trial

With his fate hanging in the balance, William 
Balfour now knows most of the people who will 
decide whether he spends the rest of his life in 
prison in the slayings of singer Jennifer I Iud- 
son’s mother, brother and nephew 

So far they include a college student, a junior- 
high math teacher, a physieal therapist, a truck 
driver, a former prison guard and a woman who 
works for a local chocolate company 

Fourteen people were pieked Monday for the 
Balfour jury in part because of their ability to 
maintain an impassive demeanor under intense 
questioning. 


But as every trial attorney and courtroom ob- 
server knows, looks can be deceiving— particu- 
larly in a high-profile case involving a celebrity 
Balfour, who was estranged from Hudson’s 
sister Julia, at the time of the 2008 slayings, is ac- 
cused of shooting the actress’s mother, Darnell 
Donerson; brother Jason Hudson; and nephew 
Julian King, 7. The killings marked a tragic turn 
in an inspiring rags-to-riches story that elevated 
I ludson to iconic levels in her hometown. 

Given Hudson’s local popularity, Balfour’s 
legal team faces the arduous task of finding 18 
people — 1 2 jurors and six alternates — who won’t 
let the horrific or high-profile nature of the 
case affect their judgment, legal experts said. 
It’s easier said than done as jurors aren’t always 
forthcoming about their biases or preconceived 
notions about celebrity trials, experts said. 
“They have a hard job ahead of them,” said

Can he help 
the team return to the playoffs?

REDEYE 

No. 23 on a sports jersey is special in Chicago. 

Michael Jordan brought the Bulls a dynasty with that number. 
Devin Ilester ran with it to the Super Bowl, although the Bears 
didn't win that year. Cubs legend Ryne Sandberg also wore that 
number, as did White Sox fielder Jermaine Dye when he was 
named MVP of the 2005 World Series. 

Now Arne Friedrich (pronounced Ar-nuh Free d-rick) — the 
Chicago Fire's newly signed German defender— wants to lead 
the team to the playoffs with those iconic digits. 

“It’s a hard way to go. When we have reached it, we can win 
everything,’' he said at Toyota Park in Bridgeview. 

Dressed comfortably in jeans and a blue zip-up sweatshirt 
after a Friday practice in March, the floppy-haired Friedrich is 
polite and friendly. But make no mistake, he is all business on 
the field. 

The arrival of Friedrich, who moved to Chicago from Berlin 
last month, comes as the Fire have struggled to make the play- 
offs the past two seasons despite a push late last year. The team 
advanced to the conference finals in 2007, 2008 and 2009 but has 
come up short since then. Friedrich, under contract for one year, 
is expected to make his Major League Soccer debut— and per- 
haps kick-start the team’s prospects— on Sunday in a home game 
against the FTouston Dynamo. 

The defender brings an impressive resume that spans a dozen 
years— nearly all of them spent on rosters of top tier German 
teams, including Bundesliga's IlerthaBSC. The 32-year-old, who 
grew up idolizing Argentina's Diego Maradona, has been named 
by Fox Soccer as one of the top MLS newcomers to watch this 
year. 

He has gone head to head with (and defeated) soccer stars 
David Beckham, Cristiano Ronaldo and Lionel Messi. Perhaps 
his biggest feat is appearing in 82 outings for Germany's nation- 
al team in international matches.
